S.R.O. 23.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules to amend the Defence Quality Assurance Service Rules, 2000, namely 

1. Short title and commencement —(1) These rules may be called the Defence Quality Assurance Service 
(Amendment) Rules, 2007. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Defence Quality Assurance Service Rules, 2000, in Schedule 1, for the entries under Column (5) against 
SI. No. 1 relating to the post of Additional Director General Quality Assurance (Higher Administrative Grade) the following 
shall be substituted, namely:— 

“Officers of the Senior Administrative Grade (Director Grade-I) with three years regular service in the grade. 
Note : In the absence of any officer fulfilling the above eligibility condition, officers in the Senior Administrative 
Grade with eleven years’ combined regular service in the Senior Administrative Grade and the Junior Administrative 
Grade (including service in the Non-Functional Selection Grade) taken together shall be considered. This provision 
shall remain in force only for a further period of five years from the date of notification of these rules.”
